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"In England, for instance, our Chicksands installation monitors all their 
communications, and the NSA unit in our Embassy in London monitors the 
low level stuff from Whitehall. Technology is the key. These allies can't 
maintain security even if they want to. They're all working with machines we 
gave them. There's no chance for them to be on a par with us technologically..' 
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"... the agency monitors and records every single transatlantic telephone call, 
not that we want to make you paranoid. Every conversation, personal, 
commercial, whatever-is automatically intercepted and recorded on tapes. 
Most of these no one ever listens to, and after being held available for a few 
weeks, are erased. They run a random sort through all the tapes, listening to 
a certain number to determine if there is anything of interest to our 
government worth holding tin to and transcribing. Also, certain telephone 
calls are routinely listened m as soon .is possible. These will be made by 
people making an inordinate number of calls ove-i seas."
